TTA WiA, June 7. — Yukon affair-- 
practically occupied tlie attention 
of parliament today. Dr, Thomp- 
son snid that since the discovery 
of gold i;i the Yukon seven years ago, 
that territory bad produced !fl20,O0O,(X)0 
in gold. lie insisted it was a prime 
necessity to have stable laws for the 
territory. The people of the Yukon 
wanted tlie right to make their own min- 
iiiL; laws. The Yukon people wanted 

govern m representatives to investigate 

conditions locally in the Yukon so as to 
become conversant with all tlie circum- 
stances, and then draw up a permanent 
code of mining laws. Another matter of 
importance was an export duty on gold. 
The royalty was exorbitant. Moreover tho 
country wanted an irrigation act. An- 
other proposal was to give prospectors a 
share of renewal fees upon claims work- 
ed on deposits discovered by them. The 
proposal was to give the prospector half 
tlie renewals after the first year until ho 
had a bonus of ten thousand. A lien 
law was also needed. He advocated a 
hydraulic system for the Yukon under 
government auspices. 

Mr. Thompson argued in favor of giv- 
ing the Yukon a larger measure of re- 
sponsible government. The council now 
hnd five elected members, five appointed 
by the Dominion government and a com- 
missioner, thus giving the Dominion con- 
trol. The time hnd come for an exten- 
sion of local responsibility. The whole 
number should be elected with tho gov- 
ernment's appointee, the commissioner, 
presiding. if the Dominion would not 
do this they should nominate men out- 
side the government employees. 
■ Tlie Governor-General assented to six- 
teen hills this afternoon, including' tho 
supply bill. 

Trade With Moxico 
Senator Macdonald, British Columbia, 
reminded the House that it was pretty 
well known that negotiations had been 
carried on with a view to the establish- 
ment of a steamship service between 
Canada and Mexico. Such service was 
necessary, nnd now it was rather sur- 
prising to bear that negotiations had 
fallen through. The imports of Mexico 
were some $7,000,000, nnd there mahog- 
any nnd rosewood could he exchanged 
for Canadinn timber. Their imports 
were chiefly textile. Fie asked if the 
contract had been abandoned, and if so, 
why V 

vSir Itichnrd Cartwright said Senator 
Mjicdonald's figures referred to Mexican 
dollars, which were vi-orth about 45 cents 
of Canadian currency. Notwithstanding 
this, Canada was very anxious to estab- 
lish better relations. Negotiations had

THE E. & N. RAILWAY DEAL. 

The. negotiations which have been pro- 
pressing for some time for tho purchase 
of the stock of the Esquinialt & Nanai- 
nio Railway Co. by the Canadian Pacific 
(Railway Co. were BUCCMMCfully conclud- 
ed yesterday. Full particulars are rIv- 
c-ii elsewhere, and it is, therefore, un- 
necessary to dwell at length upon the de- 
tails of the transfer. 
I Naturally, a great deal of interest lo- 
cally attached to so important a tranu- 
action, and \vc need not say that san- 
guine expectations have been aroused as 
to the effect of the change. The import- 
ance of the latter arises from the fact 
that the E. & N. Railway has become 
part of a trans-continental system, and 
that as a consequence it will obviously 
(become the policy of the C. P. R. Co. 
to pay much greater attention to 
Vancouver Island and to Victoria now 
that it has acquired such large interests 
therein. Locally, the E. & X. Railway 
Co. in the past well served. the interests 
of tho community in which it was a fac- 
tor, and tho railway was kept up to the 
highest standard of equipment. Of late 
jears there have been few complaints of 
jiny character, and certainly not serious 
ones. 

People are, however, apt to expect too 
much from a change such as has been 
anade. They look for a magic perform- 
ance by which stones will be transmuted 
tQ precious r/iKtfljs and sticks to living 
filings.

serious disappointment, the public are 
justified in taking a hopeful ami satis- 
factory view of the new .situation, for 
the reason that it is within the power of 
a corporation like the ('. 1'. li. to ac- 
complish many things for the good of 
the Island. It identities the interests 
of the C. P. with the interests of the 
Island population, and «nal)lea 
us to realize to the greatest 
extent the possibilities that may 
result from development of the land 
grant, from extension of the Island sys- 
tem of transportation and from the eu- 
courngenienl of set I lenient and tourist 
travel. 

It is too soon to speculate upon the 
intentions of the P. It. because the 
new board or directorate has nut had 
time to determine definitely the policy to 
be pursued, hut in n general way we

The second factor in the decision ar- 
rived at was the feeling entertained bv 
a certain wing of the Libera] party, 
which is in favor of Canada going on its 
owu hook. If wc are to contribute any- 
thing to defence, the position taken was 
that. Cannda should have control of the 
expenditure and assume the responsibil- 
ity of defence. It was in deference to 
that sentiment, particularly strong in the 
Province of Quebec, that the Govern- 
ment deferred. At first sight, the tak- 
ing over of Esquinialt and Halifax, and 
the creation of the nucleus of a navy to 
take the place of the Imperial warships 
at the Pacific and Atlantic stations, was 
a commendable move, but experience has 
shown that the step was taken without 
proper consideration. 

What transpired since the time that 
the practical abandonment of Esquinialt 
and Halifax hy the Imperial authorities, 
while ostensibly part of n new policy of 
naval tactics, really followed tho refusal 
of the Dominion Government to co-oper- 
ate iby contributing a fixed sum to tho 
maintenance of general defence as Can- 
ada's share. Canada is now in the posi- 
tion of going back to the Imperial au- 
thorities acknowledging failure of its 
plans. Tho Admiralty authorities sacri- 
ficed a great quantity of supplies at Es- 
quimau by selling them at public auc- 
tion for a song, and wo presume the 
same thing was done at Halifax. Alto- 
gether, it was a most wasteful and 
senseless procedure, probably the resu't 
of pique. Whatever was the cause, it 
is now acknowledged to have been a 
mistake as well as a useless loss of 
money. 

It will he remembered that one of the 
charges made against Ixird Dundonald 
was that he proposed to establish a sys- 
tem of militarism, proof of which was 
his recommendation to increase the per- 
manent Canadian Militia to four or five 
thousand. We find that Sir Frederick 
(Borden has explained to the House that 
what is now proposed involves 
the increase of the force to 
4,800 men. It will strike every 
reasonable man as n much wiser course 
to have, retained the services of an un- 
doubted military expert, whose advice 
would have saved the humiliation of the 
iDominiou Government in respect to its 
military and naval ( iterations, than to 
have dismissed him because he wished to 
make tho Canadian militia an effective 
force on proper lines. Sir Frederick 
Borden is now attempting to carry out 
Lord Dundonald's policy without the ex- 
perience of the commander who suggest- 
ed and planned it, and has landed him- 
self in a dilemma. 



the future management of the institution. 

1. I think that thy caretaker should not 
be compelled to occupy apartnunta over 
those occupied by the old men; If he does 
his work faithfully and conscientiously 
during tho day. he and his family lire en- 
titled to quiet and undisturbed rest dur- 
iue the night. 

'2. Ear'- man should have a sleeping 
apartment to himself. This Is necessary 
for humane as well as sanitary considera- 
tions. At present there are three or four 
in some of the rooms, so that a man of 
uncleanly habits or with some chronic ail- 
ment cannot hut. make It uncomfortable 
for tho rest of the men In the same room. 

But consider It from a humane stand- 
point. Why should men he herded to- 
gether like cattle? ' Have they, because 
they are poor, lost the ordinary feelings 
of men? Have they not their likes and 
dislikes the same us the rest of us? Are 
there no times In their lives when they 
would like to be alone: when memory Is 
busy: when the recollections of past joys 
and sorrows occur to them and cause feel- 
Iiil's that they would fain hide to them- 
selves? Most assuredly; and because this 
Is so, I claim that It Is an outrage on 
the thought and courtesy they are entitled 
to nt our hands !o compel any one of them 
against his will to share his room with an- 
other. Every man of them should have the 
option of a room to himself, If he so de- 
sire It. They have very little to make 
life enjoyable; give them nt least privacy; 
give each man n room that he can settle 
according to his own fancy, and where he 
can. If ho so desire, be free from all Intru- 
sion. 

3. Certain bedrooms should be fitted with 
irluss doors instead of the ordinary win- 
dows: and these doors should open out on 
a verandah. These rooms should be allot- 
ted to men who have lost the use of their 
limbs, so that they could be rolled out in 
an lnvdld's chnir, or In some other way 
assisted to the verandah, where they could 
at least enjoy fresh air and sunshine. 

4. There should be a slew ward attach- 
ed to the new home, and an arrangement 
should be made for the attendance, when 
necessary, of u competent nurse from one 
of the local hospitals. Why? Because I 
have known men to linger, three, four, per- 
haps over six mouths without the proper 
care and attention their weak and helpless 
state demanded. This is no reflection on 
the caretaker: he cannot run the home, 
attend to the cooking ami look after the 
other men, and at the same time discharge 
the duties of u sick nurse. 

I am Interested In nn old friend In the 
home, and run In to visit him one evening, 
I found him lylnj: on his back on the floor 
by his bedside: he had fallen while trying 
to get something, mid from sheer weak- 
ness was unable to turn over on his side 
or help himself In any way. That old 
man should be In the sick ward with a 
nurse In attendance on him. 

Another old friend I looked In on one 
day. I found sitting up In bed with his 
face to the wall ;is If he did not wish any- 
one to see him. We knew each other pret- 
ty well, and as we chatted I got a glimpse 
of his face. Ills eyes were filled with 
mis. No kindly hand to minister to kin. 
He was dying then: the next day he was 
dead! 

People talk of the cruelty of "Oslerlz- 
lng" men, but provided It was rlnht, what 
man of us Is there who would not prefer 
It to dying slowly under present condi- 
tions at the Old Men's Home? 

I am aware that a few of our citizens 
look with disfavor on the Inmates of the 
Old Men's Home, and apply very hard 
names to them. These gentlemen, proud 
of their own spotless characters, claim 
that the old men are responsible for their 
hardships and Bufferings because of tho 
wayward and reckless lives some of them 
have lived. Such criticism opens up n 
question fur too large for discussion In the 
columns of a busy newspaper. There Is 
no man living competent to pasB Judgment 
on the life of his fellow man. 'Evidence 
and considerations which would he de- 
barred before an earthly tribunal, because 
the latter can only deal with the present 
and with a specific charge, will he pro- 
duced before thnt Higher Court, when the 
Good Kelnc will be the Judge, and Who 
alone Is competent to sum up and pro- 
nounce •whether, all things considered, a 
man has done well or net.

TANGHE VS. MORGAN. 

Rossland Mining Case Now Engaging 
Attention of the Full Court. 

At Vancouver on Tuesday, before the 
Full court, composed of the Chief Jus-

was the first case taken up. This is an 
appeal from the judgment of Mr, Jus- 
tice Morrison and a jury sitting on the 
ciiso In Rossland in December hist.

The jury awarded $1,500 
and now Mr. Morgan is appealing 
against the decision.

Mr. George Bernard Shaw, the well- 
known critic, novelist and playwright, 
who finds unfailing pleasure in jogging 
accepted opinion in regard to every sub- 
ject he touches, !s now attracting his 
share of attention in consequence of a 
lecture on "Shakespeare," delivered re- 
cently at the Kensington Town Hall, 
London. As his brother critics were not 
as accurate as lie could wish in report- 
ing his views, Mr. Shaw published In 
the London Daily News "a very brief 
summary of what I did maintain." 

This summary, condensed, is as fol- 
lows: "That the Idolatory of Shakes- 
peare which prevails now existed In his 
own time, and got on the nerves of Ben 
Johnson. 

"That Shakespeare found that tin-
